County’s E-911 System

Coffee County’s E-911 System 
was officially placed online Thurs- 
day, October 26, 1999, and has 
been working ever since. 

“There have been some com 
ments made, and rumors heard, that 
911 is not working,” said Charles 
Webb, chairman of Coffee County 
Emergency Communications (E- 
911) Board. Specially, referring to 
the current potential for delayed 
or no-response to calls for ambu- 
lance or rescue squad service.” 

Both the Elba and New Brockton 
rescue squads ceased operations 
just prior to the county-wide E-91| 
system being activated, leaving a 
large area of the county without 
ambulance/rescue squad service. It 
should be noted that E-911 is a sys- 
tem designed to provide the citizens 
of the cities, towns and rural areas 
of the county with a rapid commu- 
nications system and to direct the 
appropriate emergency service for 
the type call received at one of the 
{wo communications centers locat- 
ed in Elba and Enterprise. 

With the assistance (financial 
aid) of the Coffee County Commis 
sion, the City of Elba has secured 
emergency medical service through 
a commercial ambulance firm 
Coffee County EMS - for the Elba 
area of responsibility in the E-911] 
system, 

“It is important for everyone to 
understand that E911 is working if 
the 911 digits are dialed on any 
telephone (wired system - not cellu 
lar), the call is answered at the 
appropriate answering point, and 
the dispatcher automatically 
receives the name, telephone num 
ber and address of the caller,” said 
Webb. 

“At this point the E-911 equip

ment will also display for the 
ansWering police dispatcher the 
appropriate law enforcement 
agency, fire department, and ambu- 
lance/rescue squad serving that spe- 
cific calling address. If there is no 
servicing rescue squad, for exam- 
ple, the dispatcher has no one to 
send. That is a local government, or 
community, or industry problem - 
not an E-911 failure.” 

Webb emphasized the fact that 
the absence of an emergency 
response agency, or the failure of 
an existing agency to answer a call 
IS NOT controlled by the E-911 
system, While the E-911 system, 
the answering police department 
and their dispatchers, and the emer- 
gency response agencies work 
closely together, they are separate 
enuities 

In the case of rescue squads, the 
Enterprise Rescue Squad and Cof- 
lee County EMS (serving Elba and 
western Coffee County), are pri 
vale, incorporated businesses, and 
make their own decisions and con- 
tractual arrangements concerning 
Who they will serve, 

“The Coffee County Emergency 
Communications (E-911) Board has 
been actively involved in seeking a 


State’s scrap tire license penalty 
placed on hold until 1/1/2000 


Phe Alabama Department of 
Revenue adopted an emergency 
regulation effective Noy, 18, 1999, 
Which puts the $500 delinquent 
license penalty, required by the 
new serap tire handlers’ licensing, 
Act 99-597, on hold until Jan, 1, 
2000 

The Alabama Department of 
Reyenue adopted the emergency 
regulation.to set written procedures 
ensuring that the $500 delinquent 
license penalty is applied uniformly 
from county to county across the 
state. The Jan, 1, 2000, $500 
penalty implementation date will 
also allow counties additional time 
lo appoint and train county enforce- 
ment officers 

The regulation allows for a 
refund of the $500 delinquent 
penalty paid by any licensed serap 
tire handler prior to Jan, 1, 2000, 
provided the scrap tire handler 
has paid all other license fees and 
any county licensing official's 
delinquent penalties that may 


have been due at the time the 
$500 delinquent penalty was 
assessed beginning Noy, 2, 1999, 

The scrap tire handlers’ licensing 
law is a new licensing requirement 
which became effective Oct. 1, 
1999, and includes a variety of 
business operations such as retail 
tire dealerships, service stations, 
garages, scrap lire collection facili- 
ties, landfills which accept serap 
lires, tire recycling facilities, fleet 
vehicle operators/fleet tire 
receivers, and anyone involved in 
the business of transporting serap 
tires for delivery to a collection or 
landfill facility. The serap tire han- 
dlers’ license fee is collected at the 
local level by the county probate 
judge or county license commis- 
sioner,

Webb feels that a satisfactory 
solution will be forthcoming, and 
soon. He is optimistic that every 
resident in the cities, towns and 
rural ares of the county will have an 
emergency medical team immedi- 
ately available to them when they 
use the new E-911 system.

Winter Weather Prepeareness Week 


Alabama Governor Don Siegel- 
man has proclaimed December 6 


through 10,,1999 as Winter Weath- 


er Preparedness Week in Alabama. 

The Alabama Emergency Man 
agement Agency (AEMA), the 
National Weather service, the 
American Red Cross, and the Cot 
fee County Emergency Manage 
ment Agency join together to 
inform the public about winter and 
how it impacts the state 

As a southern state, Alabama 
may not be thought of as being 
directly impacted by severe winter 
weather, However, winter weather 
has been the primary cause of 
weather-related deaths and injuries 
in Alabama, 

Some residents may recall that in 
March 1993, Alabama was severely 
impacted by a snowstorm of record 
proportion, In light of the potential 
damages and injuries caused by 
winter Weather, the following are 
some winter safety tips: 

*Check battery powered equip 
ment before the storm arrives, You 
may have to depend on portable 
radio and TV for weather informa 
ion, 

eCheck your food supply and 
stock your shelves with items that 
do not require cooking or retrigera 
tion in case of power failure 

*Check your supply of heating 
fuel and prevent fire hazards from 
fireplaces and other heating 
sourees 

*Gel your car Winterized and 
keep water out of your fuel by 
keeping the tank full. You should 
also carry a Winter storm kit in your 
car, especially if you plan on cross 


country travel in areas that could be 
affected by winter storms 

*Make. necessary trips for sup 
plies before storms develop and if 
you must go out into cold weather 
wear layered, loose-fitting clothing 

elf you use space heaters, ensurc 
the heater is properly ventilated and 
placed away from flammable items 
A common but deadly mistake is 
put gasoline into kerosene heaters 
You should only use u specially 
marked or colored container for 
kerosene to prevent making sueh a 
stake 

eCover exposed outdoor water 
pipes When the temperature is fore 
cust to be below treezing 

elf you have pets, take the neces 
sary precautions to proteet them 
from prolonged exposure to cold 
weather

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Legislature passes. tax 
replacement plan 

All four bills in Governor Don 
Siegelman’s tax proposal have 
passed the Senate and House. The 
four tax bills were part of a package 
proposed by the Business Associa 
tion Tax Council at the request of 
Siegelman. The new taxes will be 
used to fill a $120 million hole cre 
ated in the state’s general fund bud 
get when the U.S. Supreme Court 
found Alabama’s franchise tax 
unconstitutional, “The possibility of 
state and Jocal cuts has been avoid 
ed,” Representative Terry Spicer 
said, The replacement taxes should 
generate about $150 million 

Three of the bills are awaiting 
Siepelman’s signature to become 
law, while the other will require rat

Businesses came in and worked 
with the state to endorse the pack 
ape,” Spicer said. The business peo 
ple across the state realized the 
magnitude of this problem and were 
willing to help us find a solution 
Spicer said the business and indus 
try representatives who helped to 
formulate the tax replacement were 
pleased with the outcome of the ses 
sion 

The legislature will take the next 
few days off and reconvene Mon 
day. Spicer said the administration 
will use the next few days to review 
the bill package. When the legisla 
ture reconvenes, Spicer said, we 
will use the session to review any 
technical changes the governor's 
office may make in the proposals 
Spicer said he does not expect any 
changes, “The legislature, adminis 
tration and business groups have 
been reviewing the bills daily,” he 
said. The four proposals which 
makeup the franchise tax replace- 
ment include; 

* The business privilege tax. 

* Corporate shares tax. 

* Financial institutions equity act. 

* And one constitutional amend- 
ment. 

The business privilege tax 
replaces the old franchise tax. The 
tax is a net-worth tax that is based 
on the ability of a company to pay. 
The privilege tax has a minimum 
fee to $100 and a maximum of 
$15,000 for all industries except 
financial institutions, insurance 
companies and utilities. The more 
revenue earned by a company, the 
higher the tax rate. The privilege tax 
should generate between $47 mil- 
lion and $57 million. The corporate 
shares tax is a basic net-worth tax

The tax has no minimum and a 
maximum of $500,000. The finan 
cial institutions equity act reenacts 
the financial institutions excise tix 
of the 1930s. The act applies the 
same tax to foreign financial institu 
tions that is currently paid by 
domestic financial institutions. The 
act should provide $5 million to S10 
million. The proposed constitutional 
amendment would raise the corpo 
rate income tax to 6,5 percent, if 
voters approve it at the polls.

Coffee County DHR is looking for more

New Brockton seeks emergency medical services

Two of the main topics of discus 
sion in Monday evening’s meeting 


of the New Brockton Town Council 


centered around emergency medical 
services and the recent increase in 
burglaries within the town 

Several members of the council 
expressed their concern over the 
lack of adequate emergency med 
ical service for the residents of the 
town and the surrounding area 

The New Brockton Rescue Squad 
ceased operation earlier this yeat 
leaving the town and Jocal area 
without any immediate response to 
medical emergencies such as auto 
mobile accidents, heart attacks, life 
threatening illnesses, etc. 

Mayor Britt Lee told council 
members that a meeting of city and 
county officials with local legisla 
tors Senator Jimmy Holley and 
Representative Terry Spicer has 
been scheduled for 2 p.m. Thursday. 
Dec. 16, to discuss the emergency 
services problem 

The meeting is to be held at the 
Elba Elementary School, and also in 
attendance will be representatives 
for the Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency. 

Councilman Ron McMonagle, in 
discussing the matter further, noted 


that a local ambulance service 
Coffee County EMS based in Elba 
had approached them about provid 
ing emergency medical services to 
the town, They basically proposed 
providing the service for “basically 
what we (the town) were paying out 
own rescue squad ~ fuel and insur 
ance cost.” 

“This meeting that takes place on 
Dec. 16 may not resolve this issue 
of whether or not we have ambu- 
lance service coverage here,” said 
MeMonagle. 

“What I'm suggesting is that we 
go ahead and sign some type of 
temporary contract, like Elba did, 
with some rescue squad for a desig- 
nated amount of time to make sure 
we do have coverage under the 911 
system until all this coordination, 
funding and where this money is 
going to come from actually takes 
place. Because right now, the Town 
of New Brockton does not have 
coverage,” continued McMonagle. 

He added, “I think it is unfair to 
our citizens in this town to be with- 
out coverage when we have the 
capability at the existing budget 
level to have 911 coverage.” 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the council agreed unanimous- 
ly to a motion by McMonagle and 
seconded by Councilman Charles 


Cole giving Mayor Lee the author 
ty to negotiate a contract with Cot 
fee County EMS to provide emet 
gency medical service to the New 
Brockton area for a specified time 
(six months) 

On the area of coverage, 
McMonagle commented that, “We 
would like for it to be no less than 
the police jurisdiction limits of New 
Brockton with preferably the old 
existing coverage of the rescue 
squad being included,” 

Turning to other business, 
McMonagle noted that members of 
the council and concerned citizens 
of the community recently met and 
agreed to work closely with the 
police department in helping to stop 
the recent rash of burglaries. 

Citizens are urged to be aware 
and alert for anyone who may act 
suspicious, Also, anyone having any 
information that could help in the 
investigation of recent burglaries 
should contact the police depart- 
ment. 

As preventative measures, anyone 
planning to be away from their resi- 
dence for an extended length should 
notify the police to that fact, and 
alert their neighbors to be watchful 
for anyone suspicious on or around 
their property.

Alabama’s new seat belt law takes 
effect tomorrow as a primary offense 


Drivers, and passengers, of auto 
mobiles and trucks had better buck- 
le up because tomorrow, December 
10, if you are caught unbuckled, 
you will get a ticket. 

Alabama’s new safety belt law 
makes it a primary offense if a dri- 
ver and/or passenger fails to buckle 
up. This allows law enforcement 
officers to issue a ticket for not 
wearing a seat belt. 

Prior to now, the seat belt law 
passed in 1991 required the wear- 
ing of seat belts: however, a driver 
had to be stopped and ticketed for 
another traffic offense before a cita- 
tion could be issued for failing to 
wear a safety belt 

The new law requires that all 
occupants in the front seat of a 


vehicle with a total capacity of 10 
or less riders must wear seat belts. 
Children are still required to ride in 
a safety seat whether they are rid- 
ing in the front or rear of a vehicle. 

There are only a few exemptions 
to the new law. They are those with 
doctor’s excuse which verifies that 
some medical problem prevents the 
wearing of a safety belt, rural mail 
carriers, individuals delivering 
newspapers, those riding in cars 
built prior to 1965 and operators of 
vehicle normally operated in 
reverse 

Anyone receiving a ticket for 
failing to buckle up will be fined 
$25. With the passing and enforce- 
ment of the new law, Alabama 
becomes one of only 15 states with

a primary seat belt law. All 50 
states have laws requiring infants 
and toddlers to ride in a_ federally 
approved safety seats. 

Alabama State Troopers, and 
other law enforcement agencies, 
want the motoring public to recog- 
nize the importance of buckling up 
which is not just to keep from get- 
ting a ticket and being fined, but 
the safety measure is designed to 
save lives. At the present time, the 
usage rate for seat belts in the state 
is estimated to be only 52 percent 
while the national average is 69 
percent. 

In Alabama, more than 1,000 
people die each year while nearly 
50,000 are injured in vehicle crash- 
es. A small percentage of those 
killed or injured were wearing their 
seat belt. 

It is estimated that the new law 
will prevent 87 deaths and 1,326 
injuries in vehicle crashes in only 
one year. Also, ar estimated $36.2 
billion will be saved in health costs 
annually. 

Regardless of the incentive, 
everyone should buckle up - it is 
the safe and sensible thing to do,

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Bowers’ $1 million lawsuit verdict 
overturned by state’s high court

The $1 million awarded a Coftee 
County couple in a lawsuit against 
Wal-Mart has been overturned by 
the Alabama Supreme Court, The 
7-2 decision was handed down last 
Friday, 

Tony and Ann Bowers of Elba 
had filed suit against the Enterprise 
Wal-Mart Supercenter claiming 
negligence on the part of the store 
in servicing their 1993 Cadillac 
DeVille. They claimed that an 
engine fire resulted after the vehi 
cle had been taken to the Supe 
center for an oil change 

The couple contended that the 
improper installation of an oil filter 
installed at the Enterprise store on 
October 28, 1995, caused the fire 
that destroyed their car and one 
story, three-bedroom home 

Wal-Mart Stores Ine. claimed 
that it was not at fault and that the 


fire started in the electrical panel ot 
the car 

The Bowers won a $1 million 
dollar verdict in a jury trial held in 
July, 1998 

Upon appeal by Wal-Mart, the 
Supreme Court ruled that the jury 
should not have considered Tony 
Bowers’ mental anguish claim 
because he was not at the home 
When the fire started, and “was not 
placed in any immediate risk of 
physical harm,” 

The Court struck down the whole 
verdict because the jury returned a 
general verdict with no indigation 
as to What portion of the $1 million 
was for Bowers’ mental anguish 
claim 

No date has been set for the 
case to be retried in the Coffee 
County Courts, The neat civil jury 
term is scheduled for February 
2000
